Students’ Union Report 


Following a commendable precedent‘ set 
by my predecessors- in office, 
pleasure, but with some misgiving, that I 
submit this report on the year 1928-29. 


This report is submitted with definite 
purpose— 
1. To review briefly the year’s work. 


2. To acknowledge the accomplishments 
of various organizations, and the work 
of their leaders. 

3. To offer constructive criticism based 
on the year’s experience, and in this 
way to guide future administrations. 

In looking back over the session, I believe 
we can all agree it has been a successful, 
though turbulent one in Student Union 
business, Progress has marked the en- 
deavors /of many branches of Student Union 
activity. Organizations have succeeded 
through faithful and conscientious execu- 
tive work. New problems arising have de- 
manded the thought and consideration of 
the student body. The twenty-first anni- 
versary of the Students’ Union marks a new 
era in students’ government. 

The Constitution, -  * 

The session of 1928-29 is conspicuous in 
student affairs for the adoption of a new 
system of student government. A commit- 
tee, consisting of D. P. McDonald, S. G. 
MacDonald, Reg. C. Hamilton, W. Oke, and 
Ronald Martland, submitted a comprehen- 
sive report to the Union. An act based on 
this report was passed by the Students’ 
Union, providing that complete legislative 
power of the Students’ Union be handed 
over to the Students’ Council—a veto power 
remaining in the Union. 

The Act as considered and passed by the 
committee is attached herewith. 

The Students’ Court. 

The term 1928-29 marked the passing 
of the Students’ Court as a_ disciplinary 
body of the Students’ Union. Shortly after 
the beginning of the present session a 
motion was carried in the Students’ Union 
abolishing the Students’ Court, and institut- 
ing in its place a special Disciplinary Com- 
mittee. The act to establish this committee 
has been considered and passed in the 
Students’ Union meeting on April 9th. The 
success of this new form of maintaining 
student discipline will be watched with in- 
terest. 

Students’ Union. 

There were three regular meetings of the 
Students’ Union and two special meetings. 
The meetings were well attended in all cases. 
The difficulty of obtaining a thoroughly re- 
presentative Students’ Union gathering is an 
urgent reason for establishing the new sys- 
stem of student legislation. A smaller body 
such as the council, more thoroughly con- 
versant with and interested in student af- 
fairs, seems more capable to consider the 
business of the Union as a whole. 

Students’ Council. 

There were twenty-seven regular meetings 
held during the year. All the Council mem- 
bers attended regularly and by their en- 
thusiasm and interest succeeded in dispatch- 
ing business quickly and satisfactorily. 

I should like to take this opportunity to 
thank all the members for the excellent 
co-operation received during the past year. 
Without their willing assistance and spirit 
of good fellowship, the task of president, 
assumed at such a distressing time in Union 
affairs, would have been an impossible one. 

The Student’s Council work may be sum- 
marized as follows:

A—In regard to Finances: 

1. A committee was appointed to investi- 
gate the financial system. The report of 
the committee will be read later. It includes 
a very important recommendation, viz.: 
“Student Union books should be audited 
each year, free of charge, by government 


These books should be pre- 
sented to the auditors through the courtesy 
of the Bursar and University authorities.” 

2. A monthly statement of Student Union 
finances should be published in The Gate- 
way. 

3. Commissions of 5 per cent. to those 
collecting advertising, and 10 per cent. for 
those soliciting advertising for Year Book 
and Gateway should be paid. 

4. All those soliciting advertising for. 
Varsity publications to carry a card signed 
by the Bursar, authorizing them to do so. 
B—lIn regard to Room and Board in 

Residence: 

That resident feekian be charged board 
from the date of entering. residence to same 
date in April, a period of seven months, 
rather than from October Ist to May 1st, 
as stated in the Calendar. 

C—The Council requested that the Uni- 


in regard to tests that are missed through 
illness. 
Student Union Finance. 

The year has been characterized by such 
difficulties arising from the question that 
it should not be considered lightly. 

In view of the fact that nearly $10,000.00 
is handled every year by Student Union of- 
ficials, it ig a personal duty of every mem- 
ber of the Students’ Union to see that re- 
sponsible and capable officials be appointed 
to carry on the business of the Union. 

In view of some mismanagement last year 
the Council started at a disadvantage in 
regard to financial standing. 

The carelessness or thoughtlessness of 
officials, of the Students’ Union has caused 
the Union to lose in one year a credit 
which four or five years’ diligent work of 
past executives had accomplished. It should 
be the aim of future Councils to re-establish 
the reputation of the Union in regard to 
financial matters, and to maintain strictly 
business relationships with all concerned. 

Audits should be carried out on Union 
books as recommended. Financial statements 
should also be made by other student or- 
ganizations, such as the House Committee, 
Senior Year and Faculty Clubs and the 
members of the student body. Every or- 
ganization handling student money should 
be obliged to make a statement in regard 
to expenditures. 

While at that time.the accountant system 
seemed satisfactory, later experience seems 
to show that the work could be more satis- 
factorily carried out by some other means. 
It has been suggested that a paid secretary- 
treasurer—who would handle all the money, 
keep all the books, and carry out the finan- 
cial administration of the Union—would be 
much more satisfactory than the present 
Students’ Union Accountant. Such an offi- 
cial would be held responsible to the Union 
for keeping books properly, careful handling 
of money, regular hours and in general bet- 
ter business administration than an in- 
dividual selected from the student body. 


Such a paid secretary-treasurer might be 
retained year after year and so establish a 
continuity of service at present lacking in 
our system. 

This plan is well worth the consideration 
of the new council and would soon repay in

efficiency any extra expense 
such an individual. 

Let me take this opportunity to express 
our gratitude to Mr. West and staff for the 
work they accomplished for us and for cour- 
tesy and consideration shown on every occa- 
sion. Students can scarcely realize the time 
expended by one of the busiest men on the 
campus in our interest. 

Medical Services. 

As student representative on this com- 
mittee, I wish to report on the excellent 
spirit in which this work is established and 
carried on for the students. 

Few members of the Students’ Union re- 
alize the accomplishments of this committee. 
The fee paid by students is in no sense of 
the word an insurance scheme; it is rather 
a means whereby all the students might 
assist financially a less fortunate student, 
who becomes ill during the University term: 

From the nature of the work which this 
committee administers the disbursements 
are of an elastic nature, according to the 
amount of sickness prevalent. The epidemics 
of influenza and scarlet fever on this cam- 
pus this year taxed the finances of the 
committee very severely, and» made the 
work of the committee considerably heavier 
than usual. 

The need of a new infirmary is quite 
obvious, and it is to be hoped that a model 
building will be erected some time in the 
near future. An appreciation of the work 
of Nurse Morrison, for her care of the stu- 
dents and devotion to her duty in the in- 
firmary, may be expressed on the part of 
the students. 

The question of injuries sustained in 
athletics and expenses therewith has not 
been settled. The time may come when the 
Athletic Association may pay a certain 
amount from their surplus to defray ex- 
penses of injured athletes. 

The question of resident students paying 
board in residence during hospitalization 
was considered, and it was decided that 
during the time these students are in the 
hospital their board will be refunded by 
the University. 

Non-resident students are reminded that 
the Medical Services are always at their 
disposal, and that treatment in the infirm- 
ary is regarded as “hospitalization,” and as 
such will be paid for through the Medical 
ih Fund for a period not exceeding 30 

ays. 

The Gateway. ; 

Paying Commissions.—The decision to pay 
commission to advertising men on The Gate- 
way and Evergreen and Gold staff was 
reached after some deliberation. It seemed 
harder to secure men for this service than 
ever before in the Union, and advertising 
was harder to obtain because of financial 
laxity of the previous year. Although it 
seemed unavoidable this year, I believe 
firmly that the reimbursement of student 
officials is a bad precedent to start. If an 
individual is sufficiently interested in an 
organization to accept an office of trust he 
should discharge that duty as a public ser- 
vice and should be willing to sacrifice some 
time and energy for the general welfare of 
the student body, without expecting recom- 
pense for his services. 

Other recommendations in regard to The 
Gateway are: 

1. That the monthly financial statement 
of the Union-contain an authentic statement 
of the finances of The Gateway. 

2. That advertising men should be ap- 
pointed so that the Business Manager would 
be able to spend more time in his office 
on his books. 

8. That Gateway books should be care- 
fully and completely kept from the first of 
the year. . 

4. That the Business Manager co-operate 
with the Students’ Union Accountant and 
other branches of the Union in observing the 
rules of the Union. . 

5. That no purchase be made without 
taking out necessary order forms. 

6. That the Editor exercise his control 
over the business staff to see that it is 
complete and efficient.

The Gateway 


The following is a report submitted by 
Mr. Halton, Editor of The Gateway: 

For the last few years the policy of The 
Gateway has been something more than to 
make the undergraduate publication a mirror 
of student opinion; it has made an en- 
deavor to shape student opinion into cer- 
tain channels conducive to the well-being 
of the student body. That policy did not 
aim to preach; it endeavored to guide. To 
some extent we hope it was successful. At 
any rate, the students have shown more 
interest in The Gateway than ever before. 

The specific aims of this year’s Gateway 
were as follows: To cut down as far as pos- 
sible the recital of old news stories; to 
make the language of news items irreproach- 
able; to increase the number and literary 
merit of features, with especial emphasis 
on the latter, remembering at the same time 
that the majority of the readers were not 
literary critics; to publish additional issues 
if necessary tothe adequate relating of 
unusual events, or, to the information of 
the students on matters of great import 
(three extras were published); to found an 
inter-university news service; and above all, 
to make The Gateway a free and impartial 
medium for all shades of student opinion. 

In looking towards the future of The 

Gateway, we feel that the time is almost 
ripe for making the paper a bi-weekly. The 
brief of a plan for such a bi-weekly has 
appeared in one of the issues of the cur- 
rent year. We recommend that the man- 
agement of The Gateway be given full en- 
‘dorsation when they advance their plans 
for transforming the publication into a bi- 
weekly. - 
We also recommend that the Editor of 
The Gateway be paid. His duties are more 
exacting than those of any other Students’ 
Union official, paid or unpaid; and it is a 
salaried position in most other Canadian 
universities. Until this can be consum- 
mated, we recommend further that this 
position be given academic recognition. To 
us, at least, the editorship of The Gateway 
has proved as valuable, both from the prac- 
tical and from the cultural points of view, 
as any academic course we have taken.

Mr. Halton’s report is a very good one, 
and presents his views for the well-being 
of The Gateway in future. In regard to 
payment of the Editor of The Gateway, I 
should like to repeat what. was said in re- 
gard to reimbursement of the officials. Mr. 
Halton admits that the experience he re- 
ceived on The Gateway compensated him 
forthe time he spent in its interest. Pay- 
ment of such officials, I believe, defeats 
the whole purpose of the Spirit of Service 
in the Union for the general welfare of 
the student body. 

With regard to the bi-weekly publication, 
I am convinced that an excellent weekly 
paper with students looking for the public- 
ation with interest, is better than a mediocre 
issue and a modicum of student interest. 
The time is not yet ripe when our student 
body could.support a first-class staff for 
a bi-weekly publication. 


The Year Book 


The 1928-29 Year Book was an outstand- 
ing success. The excellent quality of work- 
manship and the fact that the book came 
out on time mark progress on the part of 
this year’s. staff. 

Mr. Cameron, the director, and several 
members of the staff have done excellent 
work on this year’s publication—providing 
208 pages of interesting reading and reflect- 
ing truly the campus life here. 

Another feature of this year’s adminis- 
tration was the financial statement to the 
Council, showing a neat surplus. The books 
of this branch of student activity were also 
carefully kept, and will be a guide to next 
year’s staff. 

Eight hundred books were published by 
the University Printing Department and 
distributed to students. 

The recommendations of Mr. Cameron for 
next year are as follows: 

1. That the Year Book Director be ap- 
pointed not later than October 15th, 1929. 

2. That the Director should use extreme 
eare in the selection of his staff, picking 
only such people as can be absolutely de- 
pended upon. 

8. That particular care be taken in select- 
ing an advertising manager, and that ad- 
vertising men be paid 10 per cent. commis- 
sion, payment to be made on the basis ‘of 
paid-up advertising. 

4. That the policy of the Year Book pay- 
ing ™s accounts through a trust account in 
the general office be continued, as_ this 
makes for efficiency and expedites the hand- 
ling of business. . 

5. That the Bursar be asked to collect a 
$3.00 year book fee from every student 
when they are paying their fees, it being 
understood that the student may withdraw 


this amount, up to and including November 
15th, 1929, should he not wish to have 
a year book. 

6. That all athletic pictures that can be 
taken during the athletic season should be 
taken then, thus saving unnecessary delay 
later on. 

7. That all senior class pictures and 
epitaphs be in before December 20th, 1929. 

8. That the Year Book be close on or 
about March 10th, and that no material be 
accepted for publication after this date. 
Further, that the Year Book should be ready 
for distribution between March 20th and 
April 15th. 2 

9. That in the interests of uniformity in 
pictures, the Year Book staff should only 
accept pictures from the U. of A. Studio 
and McDermid’s studios. 

10. That all collections for advertising and 
from clubs be made by March 81st, 1930, 
thus enabling the’ Year Book accounts to be 
closed by April 10th. 

11, That the books be audited and a re- 
port made at the end of the season.

Secarcely had the echoes of the applause 
for the Track Team died away, when the 
Rugby team returned—victors in the Inter- 
collegiate League. Ths Rugby Club this 
year was extremely fortunate to have the 
services of Coach Sterling. Their finan- 
cial affairs were also well looked after by 
President Roy Thorpe. A very successful 
interfaculty league was conducted. In re- 
gard to recommendations concerning rugby 
there are one or two old perennials. The 
first of these is the matter of equipment. 
Rugby equipment is extremely expensive 
and also very necessary if the club is to be 


successful. Under the present system of 
issuing and check equipment, it is very 
difficult to keep an accurate check. It 


would seem that the best system would be 
one in which each player had a locker in a 
dressing room set aside for rugby during 
the season. I realize that this would in- 
volve considerable expense, but I think it 
should be kept in mind, as I am sure it 
would ultimately pay for itself in the 
amount of equipment saved from loss and 
also from lack of proper care. 

Whether or not it is advisable, from the 
point of view of the players and their suc- 


cess in the Intercollegiate Union, to have 
the team entered in two leagues is very 
doubtful. At present, however, it would 


seem to be a financial necessity, as the gate 
receipts from the Provincial League games 
assist materially in the financing of the 
Intercollegiate games. In this regard it 
would seem that the wise thing to build 
toward would be a team in each league. 
This, too, of course, is for the future. 

At the time that Track and Rugby were 
attracting so much attention, we must not 
overlook the tennis and soccer clubs which 
were carrying on very ably and providing 
recreation for the devotees of those sports. 
Owing to financial reasons, it was not"deem- 
ed wise to carry on with the Intercollegiate 
Tennis Meet this past year. It is to be 
hoped that this difficulty can be overcome 
in future years. 

Following the close of the fall season 
activities, the winter season was immedi- 
ately inaugurated. Here the Basketball 
Club was very successful. Again in no 
small way due to the efforts and abilities 
of Coach Sterling. Owing to the illness of 
President Saddington, the management of 
the team fell upon the Manager of House 
League basketball, Jack McLurg.

The term 1928-29 has been a successful 
one for Womens’ Athletics, as exemplified 
by the enthusiasm shown and the support 
given in every branch of activity. 

Basketball has had its usual successful 
year, -retaining the Race Trophy, emblematic 
of the Western Intercollegiate championship, 
and also winning every game played except- 
ing the much-talked-of game with the Com- 
mercial Grads.
